Rome, April 14.—All indications 
point to the utmost gravity of the 
pope's condition At midnight’ the 
fever and cough, the latter accom- 
panied by bloody expectoration, were 
giving cause for great alarm, The 
impression had gained ground that 
the tracheal bronchitis had developed 
into pneumonia. 

While not absolutely denying 
Professor Marchiafava said: 

“At the present time it could not 
properly called pneumonia, but 
with tracheal bronchitis sometimes 
the lungs do not function properly. 
Probably the resistant and robuat fiber 
of the holy father may overcome this 
Meanwhile we can make the 
statement, which must give rise to 
great hope, that the condition of al- 
buminuria/ has disappeared.” 

Merry Del Val Censos Bulletina, 

In the two bulletins issued, one. in 
the morning and one in the evening, 
the pope's condition was set forth 
as hopeful, but it has been learned 
that the bulletins as prepared by tne 
attending physicians have come under 
the censorship of the papal secretary 
of state. The explanation ts now giv- 
en that Drs. Marchiafava and Amici 
embody in their bulletins all the de- 
tails with reference to the pulse and 
respiration in addition to other patho- 
logical conditions. These bulletins 
are submitted to Cardinal Merry Del 
Val, and when they reach the public 
they lack what the papal secretary 
considers unnecessary and undesirable 
for publicity.

Great alarm was occasioned about 
11 o'clock when the pope, during a 
strong access of coughing, emitted a 
quantity of blood. Those present 
thought he was dying and rushed for a4 
and Cardinal Merry Del Vai. 
The latter, on reaching the bedside, re- 
stored calm, saying that probably tie 
pope would feel great relief, as the 
presence of the dlood was doubtless 
due to the rupture of small vesseis 
in the throat 

There was another alarm yesterday 
afternoon. That occurred at St. Peter's. 
A hundred Polish pilgrims, led by their 
bishop, were within the basilica when 
they heard the sound of many bells. 
Thinking this was the announcement 
of the death of the pope, they gath- 
ered around the bishop and intoned 
prayers for the dead. 

Dr. Amicl, in a statement made last 
night, prior to the extremely serious 
condition which arose, said: 

“The condition of the pope is grave, 
but not alarming. We can overcome 
the present crisis. Then, if he follows 
the doctors’ advice, he may live some 
years more. 

“The present relapse was due to the 
reluctance of the pontiff to submit 
strictly to medical regimen. The mo- 
ment he feels better he wishes to re- 
sume his ordinary occupations, which

Professor Marchiafava arrived et the 
vatican ghortly after 7 a. m., and with 
Dr. Amici made a thorough examina- 
tion of the patient. This disclosed a 
congestion in the thorax, more pro- 
nounced on the left side than on the 
right. The physicians issued the fol- 
jowing bulietin: 

“The pope passed a tranquil night. 
This morning the fever had diminished 
to 100 degrees The symptoms. of 
tracheal bronchitis persisted, more 
pronounced on the teft side. The kid- 
neys are in good condition and the 
general condition is satisfactory.” 

Pope's Heart Very Weak.

The bulletin was published in a spe- 
cial edition of The Osservatore Ro- 
mano, which ordinarily does not pub- 
lish on Sunday, but it was considered 
desirable to keep the public informed 
ag to the progress the pope is mak- 
ing. 

The pope's sisters and niece drove to 
the vatican, and the pope, observing 
unmistakable signs said 
in the Venetian dialect: 

“Don't cry s0 much. It is true I am 
ill, but let us hope itn God.” 

Since he became weaker it has been 
remarked that the pontiff speaks only 
in Venetian, even with those who are 
not so familiar with that dialect. 

The esisters took turns during prac- 
tically the whole day the bedside of 
their brother, who says that he feels 
he can endure his suffering better 
when one of them is near him. 

Sense of Suffocation. 

At noon his temperature rose slight- 
ly above 100 degrees. Several times 
during the day the pope was partir 
overcome by the accumulations his 
throat, which interfered seriously with 
breathing. Then he 
sense of suffocation, 
tremors shook his whole 
perspiration gathered his face. 

The doctors are exercising all their 
authority to prevent their patient from 
talking, but the pope rather resents 
this prohibition, saving it ts tne only 
comfort left him. He thought it very 
hard to have that ruie enforced, par- 
ticujarly today, which had been fixed 
for the celebration of his name-day. 
That fel) this year on March 19, which 
was in Easter week, but it was not 
celebrated on that occasion because of 
the pope's illness, the celebration be- 
ing postponed until today. 

The papal white and yellow flags, 
however, were hoisted over the bronze 
doors of the vatican and in the court 
vard. All the military bodies wore 
full dress uniform. It was considered 
a good indication that Cardinal Merry 
Del Val, the papal secretary of state, 
attended the great function at the 
Church of St. John Lateran.

Professor Marchiafava, in an inter- 
view, declared that the condition of 
the pope should not be called grave, 
even if the fever, as was very likely, 
should return during the night. It 
could not be said that the patient 
was worse as the disease was merely 
following its course and tne pontiff 
was facing conditions with the great- 
est serenity. 

On being asked whether tne pope 
| would survive the present attack, Dr. 
Marchiafava replied condifently: 

“I firmly pelieve that he will 
cover.” 

The sisters and

Many thousands of such thronged 
this morning the church of St. John 
Lateran for the final ceremony cele- 
brating the Con8tantian jubilee. Car- 
dinal Vinci Vanutelli, who represented 
the vatican at the eucharistic congress- 
es in London and Montreal, had been 
specially delegated by the pope to cel- 
ebrate pontifical mass. All the car- 
dinals in Rome, numDering twenty, and 
other dignitaries, assisted. 

There was a notable assemblage of 
patriarchs and arbishops, officials of 
the vatican staff, heads of religious 
orders and colieges in ecclesiastical 
robes and foreign diplomats to the 
papal court in uniforms. The cere- 
mony was heightened by music by the 
famous Sistine chofir. The great pil- 
lars of St. John were hung with drap- 
eries of crimson and gold: clusters of 


candles, numering thousands, glittered 


in the crystal chandeliers. The serv- 
ice occupied two hours. ‘The proces- 
Bion of cardinals gorgeously robed and 
lesser members of the hierachy could 
only be seen in Rome. 

The multitudinous congregation in- 
cluded varying elements, striking in 
their contrasts. The vast aristocrat- 
ic Italian nobility brushed against 
bronzed and collarless peasants and 
old women with handkerchiefs around 
thelr heads. American tourists and, 
other sightseers mingled with parish | 
priests from many countries, making 
the pilgrimage of their lifetime, monks 
and friars from Spain, italy and the 
Philippines, some in black and others 
in brown robes, their waists bound 
with rope and with sandalled feet. 

Only a few hundred nearest the altar 
were able to see and follow the serv- 
ice, Thousands knelt throughout the 
vast space; others eddied about, whis- 
pering in many tongues. 

In accordance with the will of Pope 
Leo XIII, his tomb was prepared in 
St. John Lateran by the cardinals. The 
body still remains, however, in the 
temporary vault in St. Peters,'for fear 
of a repetition of the unseemly riots 
by anti-clericals on the occasion of 
the transport of the body of Pius IX 
to its last resting place. But the 
general opinion now prevails that old 
hostilities and vindictiveness have died 
away.

Previous Attempts to Kill King. 


A dramatic attempt on the life of 
King Alfonso was mauve with a bomb 
May 21, 1916, as the king and his bride 
were returning to the palace in Madrid 
from the church where the nuptilal 
ceremony had been celebrated. The 
migsile was conoealed in a bouquet of 
flowers which was thrown at the car- 
riage of the royal couple. The explo- 
sion killed an equerry and ten spec- 
tators and also one of the horses 
which wag drawing the royal! carriage. 
The King and queen were unharmed. 
The assassin, an anarchist named Mo- 
rales, committed suicide several days 
later when apprehended. 

Just a year previously to the day 
an anarchist in Paris threw a bomb 
at Alfonso and President Loubet as 
they were leaving the opera. Both 
escaped injury. The day before this 
attempt a man threateningly waved a 
dagger at Alfonso as he rode through 
the gtreets of the French capital. 

In 1903, as Alfonso and his mother 
were returning from church in Madird, 
shots were fired at one of the car- 
riages in the royal procesgion. On 
several occasions bombs have exploded 
at places where the King was expected 
or had just passed.

WEATHER MAIN FACTOR 


: 
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Must Be Done Over Neraly 
All of Cotton Belt. 


New Orleans, April 13.-—It will be 
much of a weather market on the cot- 
ton exchange this week. River news 
will, of course, play an important part, 
but the situation on the river will be 
affected, more or less, by weather con- 
ditions. Dry weather will cause hope 
that the levees will hold, while rains 
will raise the already high stage of 
water, and will soften the levees. 

The time is now at hand when much 
planting must be accomplished over 
all but the northern sections of the 
cotton regions. In some “portions of 
Mississippi and other states in the 
eastern belt plantinghas been delayed 
by raine and by low temperatures. Thus 
far the delay has not been serious, but 
further delay will be played up strongly 
on the markets as a factor of great im- 
portance, for a late crop means that it 
will be morz than ordinarily suscepti- 
ble to damage by boll weevil and early 
frosts in the fall. Fair and warm 
weather this week will encourage the 
bear side, while rains and low temper- 
atures will stimulate bullish sentiment. 

The trade will probably display Httle 
interest in anything but conditions sur- 
rounding the new crop for some time 
to come. Statistics have not developed 
strongly one way or the other, and do 
not promise to show any decided de- 
velopments in the near future. The 
market is not taking as much interest 
as it did in the Balkan situation, al- 
though the conclusion of peace might 
cause a temporary higher price level. 
The spot demands is being watched all 
the time, but holders are as indifferent 
as buyers, and the large stocks held 
across the water seem to do away with 
any idea of greatly increased exports 
from this side in the immediate future. 
The fate of the May position is still 
of some interest, but considerable liqui- 
dation has taken place on both sides 
in all of the old crop months, and the 
result is that the trade is not as 
strongly cohcerned as it was over the 
possibilities In the old crop. It is gen- 
erally accepted now that the big Iinter- 
ests of the trade will accomplish the 
final liquidation of the May op#ion.

| New News of Yesterday 


The Diplomat Wko Had Prepared 
Himself for the Occasion. 


By E. J. Edwards. 

(Coypright, 1918, for The Constitution.) 

Of all the guests who accompanied Presi- 
dent Arthur and his cabinet to Yorktown, 
Va., on the occasion of the celebration of 
the centenary of the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis and the British army to General 
Washington, in October,-1881, Sir Edward 
Thornton, British” minister to the United 
States, was perhaps the most vivacious and, 
in a certain sense, the most democratic. The 
secretary of state, James G. Blaine, said to 
one of his cabinet colleagues: 

“Any one who did not know that Sir 
Edward Thornton was the British minister 
would be likely to suspect that he was the 
American citizen who rejoiced more than 
any other now here 
over the victory of 
Washington, by which 
the independence of the 
United States was es- 
tablished.” 

Mr. Blaine was _ s0 
greatly impressed with 
the sincere cordiality 
of Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton’s manner and the 
hearty participation 
with Which he entered 
into the commemora- 
tive celebration of the 
defeat of ‘Great Britain 
that he decided espe- 
cially to honor both the 
British minister and 
the British nations. 
His decision came just E- J. Edwards. 
at a moment when the orator of the day, 
Robert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts, was 
about to begin his address. Mr. Blaine has- 
tily penciled an order that the British en- 
sign should be displayed on all the Ameri- 
can vessels immediately. He handed the 
order to President Arthur, who signed it, 
and, Mr. Blaine having countersigned it, it 
was transmitted to the naval officer in 
charge, who gave immediately the necessary 
commands. 

As soon as possible the order was obeyed, 
and the Union Jack of Great Britain was 
everywhere displayed. 

Sir Edward Thornton was greatly af- 
fected by this demonstration of kindly feel- 
ing, and he took the earliest occasion possi- 
ble to express his recognition of the cour- 
tesy. Just after Mr. Winthrop had fini®hed 
his oration Sir Edward Thornton made his 
way to Mrs. Winthrop, who was seated 
within convenient hearing distance of her 
husband. He entered into animated con- 
versation with Mrs. Winthrop, speaking first 
of the gratification which the courtesy of 
the president and the secretary of state had 
occasioned him. This conversation was later 
repeated by Mrs. Winthrop to one of the 
members of Garfield’s cabinet. Said she: 

“After Sir Edward had said to 
he had been deeply touched by the sudden 
appearance of the Union Jack of Great 
Britain floating everywhere in company 
with the American flag, ne complimented 
very highly my husband's oration. He said 
that he knew of only two or three Eng- 
lishmen who as orators were in the same 
rank with Mr. Winthrop. 

“He then went on to say that as he sat 
listening to my husband it suddenly 
curred to him that it was an extraordinary 
thing that the orator of the day was a man 
who thirty-three years before had been 
elected to one of the highest offices in the 
gift of congress, the speakership of the 
house of representatives, and that he had 
served as United States senator from Mas- 
sachusetts almost thirty years before this 
celebration. 

“He spoke of my husband's physical and 
mental vigor, regarding it as remarkable 
that although a generation's time had passed 
since Mr. Winthrop was speaker of the 
house, yet he showed no signs of age. 

“I ventured to say to Sir Edward that 
I thought it remarkable that he should 
have learned so much of the history of 
my husband’s public life and that I felt 
highly complimented that: he should have 
been able to recall Mr. Winthrop’s service 
in congress. 

“Whereupon, with a twinkle in his eye, 
he said: ‘Oh, that is not all that I know. I 
have some congratulations for you. I am 
going to congratulate you upon the fact 
that in addition to the pride vou justly take 
in your husband's career and great ability 
as an orator, you may also take just pride 
in the fact that you are the granddaughter 
of one postmaster-general of the United 
States, Francis Granger, and the daughter 
of another postmaster-general, was 
Francis Granger's son. I extend to 
cordial congratulations.’ " 

Mrs. Winthrop said to 
that she was greatly 
knowing what to say to Sir Edward. She 
wondered how he had discovered that both 
her father and her grandfather were, years 
earlier, postmaster-generals. She never 
found out. She regarded it as one of tha 
best proofs of the affability and sincere inter- 
eat which Sir Edward Thornton took in all 
things American that was able on the 
instant almost to speak to her of the career 
of her husband and also to tell her that 
he knew what the political services of her 
father and her grandfather had been.

WHERE DID THE ARK 
REST? 


The story of the Ark and Noah is one of 


the most interesting of all Biblical stories, | 


for it gives the history of the living, moving 
things of the earth and how they were pre- 
served from the flood. 
Ark is supposed to have rested on Mount 
Ararat, from which Noah and his family and 
the other occupants saved from the elements 
distributed themselves over the earth. 

Did the Are rest on Ararat? There has 
been much controversy regarding this by 
Biblical scholars. Whether the tradition 
which makes Ararat the resting place of 
Noah's Arc is of any historical value or not, 
there its at least poetical fitness in the 
hypothesis, inasmuch as this mountain is 
about equally distant from the Black sea dnd 
the Caspian, from the Mediterranean and the 
Persian gulf 

Another tradition—accepted by the Kurds, 


Syrians and Nestorians-——fixes on Mount Judi, ! 


in the south of Armenia, on the left bank 
of the Tigres, near Jezire, as the Ark’s rest- 
ing place. There so-called genuine relics of 
the. Ark are exhibited and a monastery and 
mosque of commemoration were built, but 
the monastery was destroyed by lightring in 
776 A. D., @nd the tradition has declined in 
Round Ararat, however, gathered 

many traditions connected with the deluge. 
Near Ararat is the burial place of Noah's 
wife, and tn a village near the great chasm 
was the spot where Noah planted the first 
vineyard, and where was built the monastery 
of St. James. But, according to the Baby-

writers have identified with Mount Rowanduz 
and others with Mount Elburz, near Teheran. 
. The limits of the Biblical Ararat are not 
known, but they must have included the 
lofty Armenian plateau which overlooks the 
Plain of the Araxes on the north and that of 
Mesopotamia on the south. It Is only natural 
that the highest and most striking mountain 
in the district should have been regarded as 
that upon which the Ark rested. 

The mountain ftself is known as Ararat 
only among Occidental geographers. The 
Armenians call it Massis, the Turks Aghri 
Dagh and the Persians Koh-!-Nuh, or “the 
Méuntains of Noah.” Thus far it has been 
impossible to trace back to an early date an 
independent native tradition. Apparently 
the local legends which have clothed it with 
mystery, and which would place upon it the 
remains of the original Ark, are based upon 
the passage in Genesis, and have been largely 
induced in comparatively recent times by the 
Influence of western Christtanity. 

Superstitious fear and natural difficulties 
prevent the ascent of the mountain by 
natives; but its top has been frequently 
reached by Europeans, and its geological 
peculiarities have been noted. Its cone ts 
the crater of an extinct volcano, and because 
of its great height it is snow-capped through- 
out the vear. 

One hundred and twenty days before the 
deluge Noah planted cedars from which he 
afterwards made the Ark, and, according to 
one view, the Ark consisted of three hundred 
and sixty cells, each ten yards long by ten 
yards wide, and, according to another, {ft con- 
sisted of nine hundred cells, each six yards 
long by six yards wide. 

Eadie, tn his “Biblical Encyclopedia.” 
says: “The mountain to which local tradi- 
tion points is so very high, and its sides so 
very steep, rugged and dangerous, that we 
cannot conceive it to be the spot where the 


Ark rested. The safe descent of all the inhab- 
{tants of the Ark from its summit would 


seem to be a miracle almost as great as 
their preservation from the waters of the 
deluge. The scripture narrative leaves the 
spot undetermined, and only says that the 
huge vesse] grounded at length on. one of 
the Armenian mountains.” 

This writer argues that no mountan peak 
was intended by the expression in Genesis, 
and declares that this is confirmed by the 
fact that great differences of opinion pre- 
vailed among the nations of ancient times as 
to the spot where the Ark rested. There is 
such a diverse opinion on the subject that it 
remains one of the most interesting of the 
mysteries of antiquity.

THE PRESIDENT’S 
CABINET

The president's cabinet consists of ten 
‘wise men who sit around a mahogany table 
with him a few hours a week and struggle 
with precedents and system in their depart-° 
ments for the rest of the time. 

The president's first duty after being in- 
augurated is to name his cabinet. He is 
always the last man to do so. Newspapers 
and intimate friends begin to name. it for 
him as soon as he is elected. Naming the 
president's cabinet is the great national 
contest. 

Cabinet officers advise the president, un- 
less he happens to be Roosevelt, in which 
case they call each morning and take as- 
signments. President Roosevelt was very 
hard on cabinet officers, using up six secre- 
taries on the navy and six postmasters gen- 
eral.

When a man has served a term as 
‘cabinet officer he usualy retires to his home 
town and his house is pointed out to vis- 
itors for the next fifty years while his wife 
can make and unmake society leaders with 
a inod of the head.

a preventive measure against the con- 
traction of tuberculosis. 

The outlook for the control of tu- 
berculosis in Atlanta is brighter than 
it has ever been. W.th the co-opera- 
tion of the Battle Hill sanitarium and 
the city health office, it the asso- 
ciation’s aim to locate and surpervise 
all tubercular patients. ° 

One Month's Work. 

During the month of March the as- 
sociation gave persons unable to em- 
ploy the service of a doctor 446 office 
treatments. The four nurses of the 
association nmiade 302 visits into homes 
of people suffering from this disease. 
There were 84 treatments giv..a to 
tubercular patients suftering with 
throat trouble; 49 tubercular patients 
had their teeth put in prophylactic con- 
dition by the dentist of the associa- 
tion, and 12 of them received stomach 
treatments from tne stomach special- 
ist connected witn the associatino. 

There were 119 new patients exam- 
ined in the dispensary; twenty-one of 
these patients were positive tubercular 
cases: forty-seven were put under ob- 
servation because of being associated 
with the disease and being in a physi- 
cal condition tq contract it. These 
patients will be watched for a while 
and given such treatment as is indi- 
cated until the diagnosis can be defi- 
nite. 

There were forty-four people exam- 
ined aS a precaution; these are living 
in the home with tuberculosis and for 
the sake of an early diagnosis they 
were examined. Of the number exam- 
ined thirty-five were under the age of 
15, and fifty between 15 and 35; thirty- 
four over 35 years of age. 

Every month the Hst of patients is 
thoroughly gone over, and the-patients 
who are no lonser under treatment are 
eliminated from the file. 

During the month of March there 
were 135 names taken from the active 
list. Some of these were removed on 
aceount of their being dismissed from 
treatment because of the disease being 
arrested. 

Thés record of the work during the 
month of Marci will give some idea 
of the character of the work done by 
the association. 

Educational Work. 

Through its nurses the association Is 
endeavoring to educate the people, in 
the communities where patients are liv- 
ing, to the necessity of cleanliness and 
sanitary conditions. There is a great 
need of work among the negroes in 
Atlanta, and this is one of the great- 
est sources of infection with which 
the city has to deal. : 

The Anti-Tuberculosis association is 
operating a free clinic for negroes for 
the treatment of this disease at 221% 
Auburn avenue. There the negroes 
may come on Tuesday3, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, between 2 and 3 o'clock. A 
white doctor and white wurse are pro- 
vided for examning and treating this 
disease. 

During the month of March thirty 
new cases were examined among the 
negroes, among whom nine were suf- 
fering from tuberculosis; nine were 
put under observation and twelve were 
diagnosed negative. 

The assocition has pla::med special 
work among the negroes for this year, 
and it is our purpose to locate every 
case oftuberculosis and put them under 
supervision in orde rthar they may net 
spread this disease to others,

A few days simce an Al 
enurrent¢in.the newspapers 
authority had provided for a 
house canvass throughout a large 
tion of country witb a view to finding 
Out the attitude of the farmers gener- 
ally towards the efforts that are being 
made to disseminate scientific knowl- 
edge. If {| remember correctly the 
returns stated that between 40 and 0v 
per cent of the farmers interviewed 
expresse ‘dan entire want of confidence 
in scientific methods. As some of them 
expressed it, “the only way to learn 
farming by experience.” 

For myself I may say that | was 
surprised at the showing made, nor 
discouraged, well knowing from long 
observation and experience that it is 
difficult to "“teach.-an old dog new 
tricks’’—as the old proverb expresses 
it. But I am inclined to doubt that 
the statement that 40 per of the 
farmers discredit sclentifice agricultur- 
a! teaching. 

I know it to be a 
are many farmers who 
greatly benefited by such 
an indirect way. ‘They have improved 
to a degree in their practice by adopt- 
ing he methods—little by lHttle—of 
thelr neighbors. In other words they 
have received the benefit of scientific 
teaching at second hand and although 
second-hand goods are usually a little 
the “worse for wear,” yet’ it has been 
of decided advantage to individuais 
and of very great aggregate benertit 
to farmers &s a whole. Scientific 
truths are ofttimes only “common 
sense,’ and some one has even defined 
science as systematized common sense, 

Il suspect that much the larger por- 
tion of the forty-odd per cent who do 
not believe farming can be taught by 
college: professors’ and experiment sta- 
tion workers, nor by books and agri- 
cultural journals—-this larger half of 
non-believers are non-readers and 
non-students. They have had but lim- 
jted opportunities for acquiring an 
education and have not formed the 
habit of :eading—of getting informa- 
tion from books. It is their great mis- 
fortune and not always their blame- 
worthy fault,

that is, by actually farming. 
aré many practiral details—mainly 
mainual operatione are learned 
only on the farm: they are not taugnt 
in |the colleges asarule, although some 
of ijthese insiitutions do employ student 
labor to some extent, and presumably 
these students are taught correct 
methods, even to the minute details, 
for instance—how to hitcn a plow team 
properly, how to adjust: the clevis, the 
share,the handling of the plow. How 
to irun a mowing machine and how to 
keep it in order and even render at 
leaist ‘first-aid’ in case of a break 
down. How to judge a cow while stil] 
a calf, how to cross-breed, the rules 
of breeding and hybridizing, the cor- 
rect methods of feeding—for milk and 
butter, for beef and pork, for raising 
young animals, feeding work animals 
many other things of like 
character are taught and illustrated in 
our best agricultural colleges—but not 
in all of them. 

Some of these last

He will be 
tunate indeed if he has a Kindly neigh- 
bor who is both able and 
help him solve the problems in infinite 
Variety that are likely to confront him.

acid and potash. It is a badly “bal- 
anced’’—-as we call it—fertilizer. It 
is true our grandfathers formerly used 
cotton seed alone on their crops of 
corn, or e¢otton, especially corn, and 
got good yields, but it is now known 
that generally a cotton crop yields a 
much better and more profitable re- 
turn when the fertilizer contains from 
two to three or four times as much 
Phosphoric acid as of ammonia, and 
nearly or quite one and a half to two 
times as much potash. You are cer- 
tainly in error jin your belief that am- 
monia is the most important element. 
On the contrary, it is less important 
(for cotton and grain than either of 
the others, particularJy on fresh lands 
and highly improved old lamds.) 

If any farmer uses nitrate of soda 
on either cotton or corn without at the 
same time, or at, or before planting, 
applying phodsphoric acid and potash, 
he commits ae blunder, and doesn't 
know any better.. The best proportion 
formula I have found fof cotton on 
old, worn uplands is a 10—3—3 to 4.

Answer—Your description of the 
symptoms does not enable me to reach 
any conclusion of a fixed and definite 
character. You do not say whether or 
not his bowels act freely, nor anything 
in regard to his urine, nor whether he 
has fever. I am inclined to suspect 
that there is some obstruction in th 
intestines, the exact nature of whic 
cannot be ascertained until after a 
postmortem examination. If possible 
have a qualified veterinary surgeon to 
examine him. I advise that you feed 
on soft food, such as bran mashes, 
scalded oats, green stuff, etc., and do 
not work him too hard. If the bowels 
are not open and active give a purge 
of one quart of raw Hnseed oil, and 
follow with this: Mix 4 ounces each 
of saltpeter and copperas, divide into 
24 powders and give one night and 
morning in a bran mash. 


INDIGESTION OF MULE. 

J. F, Johnson, Lorane, Ga.—Il have a 
mule which eats hearty, but don’t seem 
well and her hair looks dead.

But at once 
give her one quart of raw linseed oll, 
and when it has operated freely give 
her night and morning, in a_i ~Obran 
mash, one of 24 powders of a mixture 
of 4 ounces each of powder saltpeter 
and copperas. Always water before 
feeding and not within an hour after, 
and give her an hour’s rest after she 
finishes eating.

She had holloy tail 
about two weeks before the calf came 
and Monday we found she had hollow 
born and bored them. I am giving her 
a box of Pratt’s cow tonic three times 
a day: she has a very good appetite 
and. am feeding on hulls and meal. 
Now will you please tell me what to do 
for my cow to bring the afterbirth 
away, for she" is a fine cow. and I 
would hate to loose her? You will] fing 
inclosed a 2-cent stamp for a reply at 
once, I take The Constitution and see 
your column in tbere. 
Answer—Retention of the 

“afterbirth,”’ is by no means a 
“strange condition,” since it is quite 
common with cows. In such a case it 
is not necessary to do anything unt! 
after the third day, as retention seems 
to do no harm until decomposition gets 
in. Medicines given to cause the ex- 
pulsion are not to be relied upon. The 
delivery must be accomplished by 
hand. See that the fingernails are 
well trimmed, oil the hand and intro- 
duce it into the womb. The operator 
should know that the afterbirth is at- 
tached to the inner wall of the womb 
by a number of so-called cotyledons, 
which operate something like the ordi- 
narv eglove button. So the afterbirth 
is separated somewhat like unbutton- 
ingea glove. Do this one after another 
and withdraw the afterbirth. Then 
wash oue the womb with warm water, 
ir which a little carbolic acid has been 
placed, being careful to shake up the 
acid in a bottle of the water and then 
add it to the latter and Inject as much 
as half pailful by means of a large 
svringe.
